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through the mud. 
UR path wound upwards from the little ruined vil- 
lage of F. along a road made by the engineers for 
the small railroad that serves this sector. Below 
us we could see the disemboweled village strag- 
Sling along its one valley road, and in the distance the 
blue gray fields through which wound the river, still 
farther away the opposite hille from which came from 
time to time the report of a French gun. All about the 
hillside the soll had been crevassed and torn, destroying 
the little gardens and fruit patches which had previously 
covered the slopes. In a number of more sheltered corners 
were grouped the graves of dead soldiers, for this was 
one of the bloodier battle grounds of late September, 14. 

On the way up we stopped to look at some of the many 
trench mortars that this war has developed. I have 
often wondered, in passing through the rooms of museums 
where old armor and guns are preserved, at the in- 
genuity of our ancestors in the matter of deadly weapons 
with which to kill one another, but this war will easily 
hold the world record for murderous inventions. The 
equipment of any sector in the 300 miles of the western 
front reveals a prodigious assortment of mortars, howitz- 
ers, trench guns, bombs, machine guns, etc. etc. What 
else have the men and their officers to do in the many 
idie hours of “calm” days than to think up new con- 
trivances for annoying the enemy? As these have been 
described over and over again and as they interest me 
but slightly I shall not mention them again. 

There is really no longer any distinction between first 
and second lines of trenches, or rather the only distinction 
to the eye of the ignorant civilian is between large fields 
of organized defense. For instance, in this sector there is 
a mile and a half of highly organized trench ground be- 
tween the chateau and the extreme advanced post oppo- 
site the Germans in which are included subterranean 
forta, shelters for men and officers, several separate fields 
of barbed wire entanglements, and the like. It is really 
all the same, closely linked up by telephone, cross trenches, 
boyaus, etc. Then back of this field of defense, on the 
other side of the river, is another leas developed field, 
and so on. (Thus may be realized the difficulty which 
the allies encounter on the Somme and will without doubt 
meet for many miles back of the present “first line” 
when they resume their offensive presently.) 

The last line before one comes to the famous no man’s 
land” is not a line at all, but an irregular checker board 
of trenches with spurs running out to observation and 
listening posts. It is more properly called a frings 
line,” and this sector was not meant to be held in 
case of bombardment: the men would withdraw to their 
caves in the old “second line,” letting the enemy bang 
to pieces with his ‘heavies the front trenches, and in this 
rear position are also positions for firing and machine gun 
emplacements.

E arrived at one of the large quarries on the top 

of the hill, which makes an admirable shelter for

when not engaged in work outside. They are lucky to 
have these old quarries to shelter themselves, for in 
spite of the sweating” walls of soft sandstone, they 
make fatrly comfortable quarters. Filled with the dusky 
blue coated men whose forms it was at first hard to 
recognize through the smoke of fires, the place reminded 
me of Wagner’s caves for Mimi's men. They were eat- 
ing or playing cards or moving about in that vague way 
that groups of soldiers always display, as if they were 
too uncomfortable to sit still for long. They are well 
fed and receive many presents from home, some of 
which must be money from the amount which they spend 
at the regimental “cobperative” in the village, chiefly 
on wine and tobacco, But life in the cold, damp, dark

No less boresome must be the perpetual work to be 
done in rebuilding trench walls that have been battered 
down during the night or in executing new works, which, 
I fancy, are sometimes undertaken to keep the men from 
thinking too much about themselves.

garding food and certain raw materials 
necessary to the manufacture of muni- 
tions, and secondly, the food situation 
in England, which is Gomfortable now 
and will remain comfortable unless the 
new German submarine campaign is 
unéxpectedly successful. a 

I have the best of opportunities of 
getting information about the food sit-, 
uations in Germany that is as, thorough 
as can be procured and is also impar- 
tial. What cannot be told, however, 
by anybody until the test comes is the 
psychology of the German people. 


Burden Borne Unequally. 

That the distri.ution of food has failed 
in its object of equalizing the burden is 
unmistakable. I already have cabied 
thd@t the poor, being unable to buy the 

meat for which they have tickets, are 
— their meat tickets to the rich. 

You might naturally ask why the 
tickets are not so made out that they 
can be used omy by the persons to 
whom they are issued instead of being 
usable by the holder, as they actually 
are. The answer is that the attempt to 
control the ultimate destination of the 
food is recognized as hopeless, and that 
it is believed; and rightly believed, that 
the result would be more demoralizing 
if the transfer were more, secret and 
attended with more risk. 

If you stopped a man from selling his 
ticket fou could not stop ulm from 
selling the meat after he obtained it. 
The experience in Belgium has been 
exactly the same. The more difficult is 
made the sale of food tickets, the worse 
has been the result. 
been decreased, but the demoralization 
has been greater. 

The same principle has applied to a 
large extent, both in Germany and in 
Belgium, to maximum prices. It is im- 
possible to maintain them absolutely, 
but they can be more nearly maintained 
when food tickets are transferable. 


Germans Depend on Roumania. 

The Germans are hoping much from 
the Roumanian harvest. They have sent 
one of the ablest men in the empire, a 
general from the western front, to Rou- 
flania, and under his direction the 
planting has been of the first order. 
They have taken equally effective steps 
in Serbia. 
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| Nevertheless, it is

suffering and sacrifice on the heart that 
bears them, and here again we come 
against the difficulties of getting our 
quantities right. 


Russia Becoming Nationalized. 
A word that everybody is using just 
now is the word “ nationality.” We are 
supposed to do everything on national- 
istio lines. That conception id put to 
the front in most of the great geograph- 
ical and political changes that the allies 
plan. That it is an extremely im- 
portant fact to consider I do not doubt, 
but like other facts it cannot usefully 
be considered alone, and it is easy to 
exaggerate it. : 

We know, for example, that there is a 
great outburst of nationalistic feeling 
in Russia. We know that it is so strong, 
notably in the army, that it keeps the 
country from going in the direction of
